Citizens talk 
fire protection

A committee comprised of members 
from all over Hickman County 
gathered at the Hickman County Senior 
Citizens Center on Tuesday, Nov. 20 
to discuss the future of fire protection 
in the county. The members of the 
committee were selected by Hickman 
County Judge/Executive Greg Pruitt 
and approved by the Hickman County 
Fiscal Court. Committee members 
present included Annell Orlando, Sue 
Ellen Morris, Jerome Jenkins, Scott 
Smith, Robert Tarver, Earl Jackson, 
Allen Richards, Gene Bolin, Kristia 
Reynolds, and Dan Pirtle. John Turner, 
Lynn Deweese, and Richard Thomas 
are on the committee but were unable 
to attend the meeting. Judge Pruitt sat 



in on the meeting and made opening 
remarks. 

“Fire protection is important to all 
of us,” Pruitt said at the beginning of 
the meeting. Pruitt also mentioned that 
he does not intend to pass another tax 
in order to fund fire protection. “I’m 
not going to pass another tax unless 
this committee, the people of Hickman 
County, and the fiscal court believe that 
is the best thing to do,” he said. 

After Pruitt’s opening remarks, Scott 
Smith took the floor on behalf of the 
Hickman County Rescue Squad and 
the Clinton Fire Department. Smith 
said that through taxes, the Clinton 
Fire Department is able to get by 
financially, but the Rescue Squad is not 
raising enough money through its $40 
per residence membership to pay the 
bills. According to Smith, only about 
one third of the residents in the county 
pay their membership. “When people

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City Administrator to enforce 
ordinance for unfit structures

Hickman Countians may see 
demolition crews in the area during 
the coming months as Clinton City 
Administrator Allen Poole attempts to 
enforce ordinances concerning unfit 
structures that are already in place. 
In an interview last week, Poole said 
that there could be up to 11 structures 
within the city limits that meet the 
criteria for demolition. 

Structures like the ones pictured 
to the right produce a hazardous 
environment for city residents and are 
eyesores to those passing by. 

“My first goal is to get with the 
property owners and figure out the 
most cost effective way to clean up the 
property,” Poole said. 

According to section 154.03 in the 
City of Clinton Code of Ordinances, 
“A dwelling, dwelling unit, or building 
shall be determined to be unfit for 
human habitation or other use if it is 
found that conditions exist in such 
dwelling, dwelling unity, or building 
which are injurious to the health, safety 
or general welfare of the occupants 
of such dwelling, dwelling units or 
building, the occupants of neighboring 
dwellings, dwelling units or buildings, 
or other residents of the city.” 


Specific violations of the code 
include, but are not limited to, defects 
increasing the hazards of fire, accident, 
or other calamities; lack of adequate 
ventilation, light, or sanitary facilities 
in relation to use of the building; 
unclean, unsanitary, or vermin infested 


conditions; general dilapidation; 
disrepair and lack of adequate 
maintenance which constitutes an 
unsafe or unhealthful condition. 

The process of condemning and 
demolishing these structures is a 
lengthy one if done within the confines 


of the law. The owners of such 
buildings must be served with a notice 
either by hand or by registered mail. 
If sent by mail, and the notice is not 
received, the notice will be posted in 
a conspicuous place on or around the 
structure. The notice will specify a 
deadline by which the structure must 
be made into compliance with the 
building regulations. If the structure is 
not repaired and put within compliance, 
the City of Clinton will move forward 
with plans to demolish and remove 
such buildings. 

None of the buildings Adm. Poole 
has highlighted are occupied, and most 
are abandoned with owners out of 
state. 

Some property owners may not have 
the funds to comply with building 
standards. In this case, the City of 
Clinton will bargain for rights to the 
property in exchange for demolishing 
or repairing a dangerous structure. 

“In the future,” Poole said, “Habitat 
for Humanity might want to use some 
of the vacant lots to build on.” 

Whether Habitat for Humanity 
builds new houses on the lots, or they 
just remain empty, the City of Clinton 
will be a cleaner, safer, more beautiful 
place with these dangerous eyesores 
out of sight.

Ferguson claimed that the city 
owns the property and has neglected 


it over the past several decades.

Ferguson said that he didn’t 
mind mowing the property, but are 
horseweeds and grown up vegetation 
that he wants the city to take care of. 
Ferguson said that he approached City 
Administrator Allen Poole some time 
ago about the issue, and the problem 
has not been resolved. Mayor Tommy 
Kimbro said that the city would soon 
take care of the overgrown vegetation, 
but the dead tree that was mentioned 
might have to wait until Spring because 
of the heavy equipment needed to take 
it down.

are on a voluntary membership 
program,” he said, “that’s the 
first thing they cut when finances 
get tight.” 

Higher equipment costs, 
insurance, unwilling youth, 
and unrealistic state mandated 
training standards were all 
blamed for the gloomy situation. 
Smith said that the newest 
truck for all three departments 
(Clinton Fire Department, 
Hickman County Rescue Squad, 
and Columbus Fire Department) 
is a 2005 model. “Before that 
purchase was made,” Smith 
said, “the Rescue Squad didn’t 
have a vehicle that was less than 
20 years old.” 

On the topic of insurance, 
Smith said that the insurance 
premium for the rescue squad is 
$8,000 per year and is paid for 
by the Hickman County Fiscal 
Court. He said the Rescue Squad 
used to hold roadblocks and fund 
raisers to help pay for insurance 
and equipment, but does not 
want to do that now. “I don’t feel 
like the volunteers should have 
to get out and beg for money to 
fund fire protection.”

thoroughly outlined, they 
mostly seemed to revolve 
around funding. A couple of 
potential solutions were brought 
up in the meeting, one of which 
was to consolidate the three 
fire districts in the county into 
one district that is funded by 
taxes from all over the county. 
This would result in a central 
station that is manned full-time 
and satellite stations around the 
county. 

The meeting adjourned with 
plans to research potential 
solutions and reconvene in mid- 
January. Judge Pruitt plans to 
try to get a representative from 
the Kentucky Fire Commission 
to attend the next meeting 
and give helpful advice to the 
committee.

I am so proud of him 
and for him. 

How does this relate to 
Christmas? He left us a gift, a 
confirmation that God is always 
on time for those who hear his 
voice.

the Town Beautification 
Committee, member of a 
gardening club, and a Master 
Gardener since 2004. She 
has given presentations and 
created floral arrangements for 
Homemakers Clubs, gardening 
clubs, UK Extension programs, 
Senior Citizens, and many 
other community programs and 
events. 

I first began using fresh 
greenery in November 2003 
after attending an all-day 
workshop with Ralph Null, 
an internationally recognized 
leader in floral arts. Mr. Null’s 
knowledge, ideas, and practical 
tips inspired me to start using 
treasures from nature that are 
found in my own backyard 
(or my neighbor’s). I really 
get excited about the many 
designs using fresh greenery 
at Christmas time, but I have 
also begun to enjoy the endless 
possibilities of late summer and 
fall’s natural bounty. The nuts, 
berries, leaves, grasses, dried 
flowers, fruits, and a wealth of 
other materials provide ample 
decorating options. 

This natural approach led me 
to start marketing my handmade 
fresh greenery pieces at the 
Arts, Craft and Book Fair in 
Clinton, Ky. Since I want my 
product to be the freshest it 
can be, all the harvesting of the 
evergreens (some years it can be 
very cold or rainy), making the 
designs, and preserving them 
had to be done in a very short 
period of time for presentation 
at the fair. This had become 
an overwhelming task, and 
this year I plan to take custom 
orders only. You will be able to 
view samples of my work at the 
fair on December 1, 2012 from 
8:30 to 2:30. Custom work will 
be delivered the week after the 
Arts, Craft and Book Fair. 

If you are interested in 
learning how to make your own 
fresh greenery wreath, I will be 
offering hands-on workshops 
at the Fair this year. I will be 
demonstrating a very simple 
method that does not require 
any wire or glue. It is a fun and 
educational time, and the best 
part is that you will go home 
with a Christmas decoration 
ready to display in your home 
or wherever you choose. Your 
wreath will be sprayed with a 
preservative that will make it 
last through the holidays and 
beyond. A wreath form will be 
provided to place your wreath 
on for carrying in your car. You 
will need to bring 3 items: 

1. An artificial greenery 
wreath base (found at Walmart, 
and Goodwill, and local Mission 
House). 

2. Cutting shears, 

3. 1 large garbage bag 
of greenery- more is better. 
Greenery that does well in fresh 
arrangements includes: pine, 
magnolia, cedar, fir, juniper, 
boxwood, yew, spruce, etc.

be considered by city officials. 
Turning the council’s attention 
to sidewalks, Long said that he 
would like to see the residence 
of Clinton encouraged to take 
better care of the sidewalks in 
front of their residences. As one 
who walks his dog from one end 
of town to the other every day, 
Long claimed to be somewhat of 
an expert in the conditions of the 
city’s walkways. He suggested 
that the city workers work some 
sidewalk repair work into their 
regimen. 

After hearing statements from 
Ferguson and Long, city officials 
conversed on several topics 
ranging from unsafe structures 
to economic development. Poole 
talked about plans to enforce 
the city’s regulations on unfit 
structures. A brief discussion 
ensued about the high number 
of unoccupied structures in the 
city. During the discussion, 
local attorney Mary Potter 
informed the council about the 


difficulty finding clean property 
deeds for some of the property 
in the city. Potter said that this 
is because so many people have 
died without wills, some of 
the vacant residences basically 
cannot be sold. Potter suggested 
that the city host a free “will 
clinic” for residents over the 
age of 55 in order to alleviate 
this problem in the future. 

Potter also spoke about the 
importance of being more 
welcoming to new businesses 
in the area. She said that when 
she opened her law office in 
Clinton, the taxes were several 
times higher than at her previous 
location. 

The city took all concerns 
mentioned into consideration. 
Because this was not an official 
meeting, no action was taken by 
the city council.
